Hon. L. B. Sidway, of this city, now vis­ 
iting Scotland, sends The Times the fol­ 
lowing slip from The Dundee Advertiser 
in relation to the shipment of potatoes to 
this country: 
It will beseen that a steamer is to be 
said on at Dundee direct for New Y'ork, 
failing about the 8th inst., affording spec­ 
ial facilities for the shipment of potatoes 
for America. The advantage to local snip­ 
pers will be the saving of carnage to Glas­ 
gow—lls. Sd. per ton .—besides the car­ 
tage from the station to tho wharf. This 
must he paul out of pocket before .ship­ 
ment. 
It is understood that the champion 
potato is perferred, ural being largely 
grown in this distnct, farmers have no 
doubt targe quantities ready for shipment. 
Those who have already exported are said 
to have received on the average about 12s. 
per ton more then they could obtain in the 
home market. 
The following account of the cham­ 
pion potato will be useful to American 
friends: 
It is now about ten jears since tho fa­ 
mous champion potato began to be gen- 
eraly cultivated in Forfarshire, where it <>r- 
ginatcd. It was first raised from the 
plum in 1803 by Mr. Nicol, a pardner in 
that county. It passed from his hands 
in 1867, and made its appearance in field 
cultivation about 1871. From the very 
first the champion showed remarkable 
immunity 
from 
disease, 
a 
characteristic 
which 
it 
still 
main­ 
tains above all other variety. It also 
exceeds all others sorts in the amount of 
produce, eight or niue tons per acre being 
no unusual yield, on soil usually con­ 
sidered uu suitable for potato culture, 
while under 
more 
favorable 
con- | 
dition 
from 
twelve 
to 
fifteen 
tons per acre 
havo been 
obtained. 
Though 
rather 
rough in 
its out­ 
ward 
appearance, 
tho 
champion 
is 
of 
firm texture and 
excellent 
flavor,containing a greater proportion of 
starch than any other variety cultivated in 
our fields. The champion is a strong 
grower both to haulm and root. Although 
essentially a late sort, and keeping on in 
g o o d condition till the end of June, it is fit 
for use almost as soon as the regent. The 
champion spread very rapidly in the dis­ 
trict where it was raised, and for several 
years past it has lieen planted to the al­ 
most complete exclusion of other sorts. 
It bas also for some years past been very 
extensively grown in most districts of tho 
United Kingdom and Ireland, aud has 
spread into France, Germany, and other 
continental counties. An agricultural 
report for the distiict of StockslieKi-on 
Tyne, England, Dec. 6,1881, says of tho 
champion: “No new variety or any new 
crop introduced for mauy years has been 
such a Ixiou to the country as the cham­ 
pion potato. It not only does well when 
grown on land which may bo described as 
potato soil, but likewise on land wliich 
has been liitlierto considered too stiff for 
Hic produce of potatoes of good quality. 
In consequence of the failure of potatoes 
by disease in Ireland in 187‘J, govermeut 
passed a bill to enablo guardians to fur­ 
nish seed potatoes to tho poverty-stricken 
farmers. Refenng to this, Mr. Clark, an ex­ 
perienced and extensive grower of jiota- 
toes, said: “If the guardians will only 
buy such wellknown disease-resisting po­ 
tables as the Scotch champion tho present 
calamity will ultimately be converted into 
a blessing.” The guardians did as Mr. 
Clark suggested. Aud another Irish gen­ 
tleman, writing at the close of IPHI, says: 
“The potato crop this year, sown from 
champion seeds from Scotland, has been 
beyond anything known since 1816, and 
has been more promotive of satisfactory 
laud relations than all else put together.”

The following is a summary of tho 
facts gathered by experienced ostrich 
farmers: 
“ That a league of land (say 6,000 
acres) will, in an open state, readily 
subsist and accommodate 5,000 ostriches, 
being at the rate of one bird to the acre, 
though this is evidently understated. 
That Awith suitable inclosures the cost 
of maintaining tho birds is compara­ 
tively small, as they thrive on the most 
ordinary grass pasturage. 
An allow­ 
ance of grain food, however, is advisa­ 
ble, as it increases the feather product. 
That the birds will do well on most any 
kind of soil, though that which contains 
gravel or small stones is preferable; 
that they are seldom sick, drink but lit­ 
tle water, graze only during the day, 
and lie down to sleep wherever the 
night overtakes them. That when the 
farm is properly fenced the expenso of 
management is trifling, no regular 
herdsmen being required. 
That the 
female becomes a breeding bird at four 
and the male at five years of age; that 
until they are two years of age they can 
be herded in the open country, like 
shoe 
can

ry, 
that they drive very readily, and 
removed from one part of the 
country to another, on foot, with great 
rapidity. That after they are two years 
of age they prefer to scatter or wander 
singly, and require more attention un­ 
less they are kept in enclosed pastures. 
That one pair of birds will hatch out a 
batch of ten or fifteen chickens four 
times a year, thus producing from forty 
to sixty chicks in twelve months. 
That 
the female will lay one egg every other 
day; and that when fifteen to twenty 
eggs are deposited in the nest she will sit 
upon them during the day and the male 
>ird at night; that the period of incu- 
jation is forty-two days, and that, if the 
chicks are removed to be brought up by 
the farmer, the famale will at once 
[>egin to lay again. That during the 
^reeding season the birds should be 
carefully inclosed and protected, and 
receive a generous allowance, not only 
of green stuff but also of small grain, 
such as barley and corn. That the 
young chicks for the first few weeks 
should be carefully housed from the 
cold and the rain; and especially to be 
sheltered at nights. That the gross 
income derived from the chicks pro­ 
duced by one pair of binls is from 
$2,WO to $5,000 per annum; that is to 
say, the value of the chicks one month 
obi at Cape Colony is about $.r>0 apiece, 
and 
account of the feathers pro­ 
duced the value goes on increasing until 
the bird reaches the breeding age, when 
the ostrich reaches its greatest value. 
That the birds are plucked for their 
feathers at the age of six to eight months, 
and again every six to nine months, and 
every succeeding six to nine months. 
That the value of the feathers of tho 
chicks is only about $5 per bird, but 
the next pluckings yield from $10 to 
$150 per bird, so that, assuming tho 
plucking* to average ouly $75 per bird, 
there wall be a gross income of $150 in 
sixteen montIts, or about $112 per an-

Within every living organism there 
are two opposing forces. The “ vital 
force,” which produces all the phenom­ 
ena of life, holds the material elements 
in unstable relations —against their will, 
so to speak—and it is antagonized by 
the natural chemical affinities of the 
elements, which tend to break down the 
organic compounds and rearrange the 
elements in more stable form. * This 
decomposition takes place in some de­ 
gree during the life of every organism, 
and when life ends, or when the vital 
force’ceases to act, it rapidly destroys 
the structure. 
Thejwaste matter resulting from this 
disintegration must be immediately re­ 
moved from the body of the living ani­ 
mal, otherwise it clogs and poisons the 
system. The method of its accomplish­ 
ment is one of the most admirable func­ 
tions of the animal economy. To re­ 
move the effete matter in the natural 
liquid or solid state would be very ex­ 
hausting; consequently it is burned, 
and the gaseous products of its union 
with oxygen are then 
easily 
car­ 
ried 
away. Literally speaking, this 
makes a furnace of the body of every 
animal; and the most pressing ana 
ceaseless demand of the system is for 
oxygen to support its fires. Respiration 
is hence an absorbing and excretin; 
process, whereby oxygen is received an 
carbonic acid and water removed. It 
thus becomes a measure of the amount 
of combustion. 
In the “cold-blooded” animals rqspir- 
ation bears a direct proportion to the 
activity and the heat of the body, as 
the former causes a metamorphosis and 
waste of tissue, and the latter always 
aids decomposition. 
The fact is one of 
common observation. It is well illus­ 
trated iu the quickened breathing of a 
tired animal, and in the almost entire 
suspension of respiration in the hiber­ 
nating state. 
The respiration of a 
“cold-blooded” creature is increased by 
artificial heat. In extremely hot weath­ 
er frogs may have to leave the water 
entirely, and fishes come to the surface 
to procure air. Reversely, frogs can bo 
kept for years in a state of suspended 
animation by a low temperature, and 
revived by warming. Some few animals 
can survive freezing or drying for an in­ 
definite time; ana, under such condi­ 
tions, the waste of the tissues must be 
entirely suspended.

Tho character

Ellis Ilyse, whose make-lip, voice, and 
general appearance, made him a success 
in his characterization of the aesthetic 
Ai n I—Oscar Wilde. He has a power­ 
ful burstone voice, aud tho opera is at 
fault in not giving him a better oppor- 
tiiu ity of usiug it. Then came Percy 
Cooper, wlio personated Algernon Gros­ 
venor, tho aesthetic successor of Buu- 
tliornc. 
Ile has a splendid fcouor voice| 
and evidently knows how to use it, al­ 
though the opera does not give his voieo 
much advantage. Laity Jane, an amus­ 
ing character in the aesthetic craze take­ 
off, was assumed by Miss Rose Leighton, 
a young lady of powerful muscle, a 
strong voice, aud deadly in love with the 
mslhe ti J fiend. There are several other 
very good characters in tho ojiera, blit 
the want of space prevents an individual 
mention of them.
